1. FOLLOWING ON FROM DISCUSSIONS IN JULY IN ICELAND, FRANCE, AND 
ITALY AS WELL AS CONTACTS WITH GREEK, PORTUGUESE AND TURKISH OF- 
FICIALS, U.S., AS PILOT COUNTRY, PROPOSES ORGANIZATIONAL MEETING 
AND STUDY TOUR TO DEVELOP TEXT OF CCMS GEOTHERMAL ENERGY PROJECT 
TO BE SUBMITTED TO CCMS PLENARY IN BRUSSELS OCTOBER 23-24. IN 
LIGHT OF INTEREST EXPRESSED IN VISITING U.S. AND MEXICAN GEO- 
THERMAL SITES AND TIGHT TIME SCHEDULE BETWEEN END AUGUST VACA- 
TION PERIOD AND PLENARY, WE PROPOSE THAT MEETING BE HELD IN CALI- 
FORNIA THE FIRST WEEK OF OCTOBER. 
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2. PARTICIPANTS WILL BE EXPECTED TO BEAR COST OF TRAVEL TO AND 
FROM CALIFORNIA AND COSTS OF HOTELS THERE. HOWEVER, US WILL FUND 
TRANSPORTATION WITHIN CALIFORNIA AND TO AND FROM CERRO PRIETO IN 
MEXICO IF FIELD TRIP TO MEXICAN GEOTHERMAL SITE CAN BE ARRANGED. 
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US WILL ALSO MAKE NECESSARY RESERVATIONS FOR HOTEL ACCOMMODA- 
TIONS. 

3. REQUEST ACTION ADDRESSEES DELIVER FOLLOWING INVITATION FROM 
THE CHAIRMAN OF THE ATOMIC ENERGY COMMISSION TO APPROPRIATE OF- 
FICIALS OF HOST GOVERNMENTS. (IN THIS RESPECT, USNATO, USUN, 

ANKARA, ATHENS, LISBON, MEXICO, PARIS, REYKJAVIK, ROME, TOKYO, 

AND WELLINGTON SEE PARAS. 4-14 BELOW.) 

BEGIN TEXT 

ON APRIL 10, 1973, THE UNITED STATES PROPOSED THAT A COOPERATIVE 
INTERNATIONAL PROJECT WITH RESPECT TO THE DEVELOPMENT OF GEO- 
THERMAL ENERGY BE UNDERTAKEN BY THE NATO COMMITTEE ON THE CHAL- 
LENGES OF MODERN SOCIETY (CCMS). RUSSELL E. TRAIN,CHAIRMAN OF 
THE U.S. COUNCIL ON ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY AND PRESIDENT NIXON'S 
REPRESENTATIVE TO CCMS, STATED THAT "FURTHER STUDY IS URGENTLY 
NEEDED" IN THE GEOTHERMAL AREA. 

FOLLOWING ON FROM THIS INITIATIVE, A U.S. TEAM WAS DISPATCHED IN 
JULY TO ENGAGE IN EXPLORATORY DISCUSSIONS IN SEVERAL EUROPEAN 
COUNTRIES. A SECOND U.S. TEAM WILL HOLD FURTHER DISCUSSIONS IN 
OTHER COUNTRIES NEXT MONTH. THE RESULTS OF THE JULY DISCUSSIONS 
AND OTHER CONTACTS WHICH WE HAVE HAD WITH VARIOUS COUNTRIES IN- 
DICATE CONSIDERABLE INTEREST IN COOPERATING IN THIS AREA. IT IS 
OUR INTENTION TO CIRCULATE BY THE END OF THE FIRST WEEK OF 
SEPTEMBER OUR PRELIMINARY VIEWS AS TO THE SPECIFIC ASPECTS OF 
GEOTHERMAL ENERGY DEVELOPMENT CONCERNING WHICH INTERNATIONAL CO- 
OPERATION MIGHT BE MOST FRUITFUL. IN ORDER TO DISCUSS THIS MAT- 
TER AND DEVELOP A CONCRETE PROJECT PROPOSAL FOR CCMS, THE UNITED 
STATES WOULD LIKE TO INVITE YOUR COUNTRY'S PARTICIPATION IN A 
MEETING IN CALIFORNIA OCTOBER 1 THROUGH 5, 1973. THE MEETING 
WILL BE HOSTED BY THE LAWRENCE LIVERMORE LABORATORY, OPERATED BY 
THE UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA FOR THE U.S. ATOMIC ENERGY COM- 
MISSION. US PARTICIPATION IN THE MEETING WILL ALSO INCLUDE REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE U.S. BUREAU OF RECLAMATION, THE COUNCIL ON 
ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY, DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE, THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
PROTECTION AGENCY, THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY AND THE NATIONAL SCIENCE

WE ARE CURRENTLY DISCUSSING THE POSSIBILITY OF A FIELD TRIP TO 
THE CERRO PRIETO GEOTHERMAL SITES IN CERRO PRIETO, MEXICO, WITH 
THE MEXICAN AUTHORITIES. 

FRIDAY, OCTOBER 5: FINAL MEETING, SAN DIEGO, CALIFORNIA. 

WE SUGGEST THAT PARTICIPANTS PLAN TO ARRIVE IN SAN FRANCISCO, 
CALIFORNIA, BY 6:00 P.M., SUNDAY, SEPTEMBER 30. WE ARE IN THE 
PROCESS OF ARRANGING TRANSPORTATION FROM SAN FRANCISCO TO

MAKE THE NECESSARY ARRANGEMENTS AND BEGIN DETAILED PLANNING, WE

KNOW BY SEPTEMBER 12 THE NAMES AND POSITIONS OF THOSE WHO WILL 
ATTEND THE MEETING. 

I THINK GEOTHERMAL ENERGY SOURCES OFFER ENORMOUS POTENTIAL AS AN 
IMPORTANT FACTOR IN MEETING OUR ENERGY REQUIREMENTS IN THE YEARS 
AHEAD. NEVERTHELESS, THERE ARE, AS YOU KNOW, MANY TECHNICAL 
PROBLEMS STILL TO BE RESOLVED. IT WAS OUR OBIECT IN MAKING OUR 
PROPOSAL IN CCMS TO DEVELOP INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN RESOLVING 
THESE PROBLEMS - BOTH THROUGH SHARING INFORMATION AS TO DEVEL- 
OPMENTS IN OUR RESPECTIVE COUNTRIES AND THROUGH DEMONSTRATIONS 
AND ASSESSMENTS OF THE TECHNOLOGIES INVOLVED. 
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WE VERY MUCH LOOK FORWARD TO YOUR COUNTRY'S PARTICIPATION IN THE 
CALIFORNIA MEETING.

NON-NATO INVITEES SHOULD BE TOLD ORALLY THAT WE VERY MUCH EN- 
COURAGE THEIR PARTICIPATION AT OUR INITIAL MEETING. ALTHOUGH 
TECHNICALLY NON-NATO COUNTRIES CAN ONLY PARTICIPATE IN CCMS PRO- 
JECTS FOLLOWING SILENT CONSENT OF NATO MEMBERS, IT IS OUR IN- 
TENTION, ONCE PROJECT OFFICIALLY APPROVED BY CCMS (HOPEFULLY AT
